In the event that future developments in the 
investigation of the BPP linderground present circumstances 
which warrant implementation of this suggestion, further 
consideration will be given at that time. Your continued 
interest in submitting suggestions on captioned matter is • 
appreciated.

'avaricious Individuals preying on the black 
community.' If you feel that you should donate 
money or services to uplift the black people of 
Winston-Salem, it is hoped that you will donate 
this to needy individuals or groups and not to 
the Black Panther Party since they arc using your 
money and goods for their own benefit and not that 
of the black community." 


The above will be prepared on unwatermarked paper and 
mailed in plain envelopes with no return address. It is hoped 
that by bringing to the attention of these businesses the above 
information that this will end their possible contributions to 
the Black Panther Party. It will also indicate to them that 
their contributions have not gone unnoticed, and the possibility 
exists that employees may be pilfering items for donations to 
the Black Panther Party, not known to the higher-ups who would 
receive the company mail. .Therefore, questions might be asked 
of the lower level employee. 

Charlotte does not desire to make this a part of any 
of its continuing counterintelligence programs, such as the 
"Committee of 25" or the "SVRP"; however, success of this 
program might indicate a need for similar action attributable 
to one of these groups. 

Charlotte will await Bureau's approval prior to taking 
further action concerning captioned matter.

Newspaper articles con- 
cerning the RPCC are a good source for many of the major 
foul-ups as well as specific statements by BPP leaders. 

2) Each office In whose territory one of the 
below named organizations Is headquartered should submit 
a letter from a fictitious member of that organization. 

3) The Bureau should select the best written of 
these letters for subsequent mailing to CLEAVER. 

The Bureau may also wish to consider the fact that 
many black people and organizations which are totally black 
oriented have been very critical of the BPP because of the 
large number of white people who attended the RPCC. 

It appears to WFO that the feeling of betrayal 
expressed by many black people and organizations active In 
the movement as regards the BPP policy of accepting white 
support, can very well be exploited by "letters to the editor!' 
from such organizations as well as letters from fictitious 
writers to organizations known to espouse the philosophy of 
"Black" only, pointing out- this "weakness" In the BPP and 
portraying it as a betrayal of black people. 

Such a campaign might well, in the long run, prove 
to be more successful than targeting letters to one individual, 
who because of his proven native intelligence, may recognize 
what Is happening and discount the letters if too many are 
received. 



In the past, those black organizations which have 
failed, have failed because they did not recognize or properly 
interpret the changing mood of black people. A good example 
of this is SNCC, an organization which did not perceive the 
changing attitude of young blacks to a more militant stand f 
arid more militant language until too late and consequently fl 
list its power base to more militant groups. 1 
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| It would now appear that although the BPP 

capitalized on SNCC's blunder. It did not profit from 
this lesson, but, in fact. Is now duplicating SNCC's error 
of judgement In not properly analyzing the attitude of 
black people which, at this time, appears to be moving 
more and more strongly toward the position of "black 
organizations for blacks and run by blacks only", WFO 
would welcome the comments of the Bureau on such a course 
of action against the BPP and is prepared to submit material 
In this regard should the Bureau so desire.

Howard 
University offered full use of all facilities, but after 
first agreeing to pay slightly in excess of $7,000 to use 
school property, the fools then demanded to take over Howard 
and pay nothing.

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It has become clear to me, after seeing the sltratlOn 
at the Revolutionary People's Constitutional Convention, mat 
the Panther Party Is not in the vanguard of the Blackman's 
revolution. Ihe Panthers have sold out Black people for tlhe 
sake of their own egotism and white liberal money. 

They proved to all true Black men present that the 
Panther Party couldn't organize a crap game in the middle of 
the ghetto much less a revolution. How can a Black man relate 
to anything when he is surrounded by a wild eyed bunch of 
honkey queers and bearded goats trying to make out with the 
black sisters? 

No real black revolutionary organization would 
place a sister in such a position and no black man should 
allow such a situation to pass unchallenged. After thinking 
the matter over, I decided Black college students must know 
the truth; the Black Panther Party has betrayed Black brothers 
and sisters everywhere to the honkey. 

I am sending this letter to the Black Student Unions 
of as many black colleges and universities as I can (about 

50 postage costs m^ney), with the request you in turn 

forward a copy of ray letter to at least two other colleges 
or universities having Black Student Unions or Black 
Organizations in your State.

Debriefing of VFO sources attending the RPCC 
substantiate the above information concerning internal 
reaction by the BPP over the failure of the RPCC. In addi- 
tion, WFO sources were of the opinion that the general feel-, 
lngs of the white groups in attendance vas It vas not truly a 
"Revolutionary People’s" Convention, but strictly a Panther 
affair. This observation vas based on the overhearing of 
remarks made by certain Individuals in attendance, with no 
reports, however, attributing this feeling to spokesman or 
leaders of white groups. 

Referenced WFO alrtel contained observations made 
by WFO based on an analysis of these informant reports, with 
regard to the submission of ficticious letters from New Left 
organisations.

, 11/20/70 Newton agreed to speak to sophomore class and demanded 
$500 but class cancelled speech. The article, critical of RPCC, 
asks such questions as, "Do the Panthers think black people 
are fools?" "When the Panthers hold a convention, why do more 
whites show up than blacks? 1 ' Article indicates the BPP has 
betrayed the black people.

Each of these cases will 
receive close scrutiny at tho Bureau. 

(1) All KBEs must be Included in Priority X of 
the Security Index. If not already so included, promptly 
submit FD-122. 

(2) All KBEs must be included in tho Black 
Rationalist Photograph Album (BNPA). Promptly submit 
photograph and required background on each KBE not 
presently in the BNPA and when a subject is designated 
a KBE. 

(3) All aspects of the finances of a KBE must « 

be determined. Bank accounts must be monitored. Safe 
deposit boxes, investments, and hidden assets must be 
located and available Information regarding them must be 
reported. 

(4) Continued consideration must be given by 
each office to develop moans to neutralize the effectiveness 

of each KBE. Any counterintelligence proposal must be approved 
by tho Bureau prior to implementation. 

(5) Obtain suitable handwriting specimens of each 
KBE to be placed in tho National Security Pile in the 
Laboratory. When possible, obtain specimens from public 
records, law enforcement agencies, and similar sources. 

Send specimens to tho Bureau under separate cover letter 

by registered mail for the attention of the FDI Laboratory. 

When they arc of value ns evldcnco, so state in the transmittal 
letter and request their return nftcr copies have been made. 
Spocimcns should be sufficient to permit future comparisons by 
the Laboratory. 
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(G) Particular efforts should be made to obtain! records 
>f and/or reliable witnesses to, inf lammatory statements mtde 
[vUich may subsequently become subject to criminal proceedings, 
romptly record all such Information in Interview report form.- 

(7) Where there appears to be a possible violation 
of a statute within the investigative jurisdiction of the 
Bureau, the substantivo violation character should- be Included 
in subsequent communications and the possible violation 
vigorously investigated in accordance with existing instructions. 

(8) Particular attention must be paid to travel by 

a KBE and every effort made to determine financial arrange- 
ments for such travel. If a credit card is used, determine 
i.ts validity and the amount being charged to that card on a 
continuing basis. Travel Information must be submitted to 
the Bureau and interested offices by appropriate communication 
to permit coverage of the KBE. It will be the responsibility 
of the office of origin to Insure that the activities of the 
KBE are covered by auxiliary offices. , 

(9) The Federal Income tax returns of all KBEs must 
be checked annually in accordance with existing instructions. 

If no investigative summary report has been submitted 
in each case, such a report must be submitted to the Bureau by 
2/15/71. Thereafter, an investigative report should be sub- 
mitted at least every 90 days. Furthermore, appropriate 
communications suitable for dissemination should be promptly 
submitted in the interim to keep the Bureau fully advised of 
the activities of each KBE. The words (Key Black Extremist.*) 
should bo Included in the character of each communication 
submitted except those communications (including reports) 
which ore prepared for dissemination.

Re Indianapolis letter to the Bureau, 9/23/70. 

A succinct summary of Black Nationalist Movement 
in the Indianapolis Division is set forth below; 

A. NATION OF ISLAM (NOI) 




The Indianapolis Division presently has six 
meeting places, two of which are designated as 
mosques by the NOI. Mosque Number 31 is located at South 
Bend, Indiana, and has the largest membership, numbering 
approximately 60 members. The second largest is located at 
Gary, Indiana, and is designated Mosque Number 33. It has 
approximately 40 members. The Indianapolis group has increased its 
membership very slightly to approximately 27 members, but still 
lacks the 30 members minimum required for designation as a sC 

mosque. It is, however, the third largest NOI group in the 
State of Indiana. V 

Additionally, meeting places arc also located in East 
Chicago, Evansville, and Fort Wayne, Indiana, each of these 
having somewhere between four and six members. The group 
at Muncie, Indiana, disbanded sometime in the late summer or 
early fall of 1970, after being evicted from their meeting 
place. This disbandment apparently occurred because of the 
difficulty in obtaining a new meeting place and a resulting 
lack of interest on the part of members. 
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j Membership in this group has remained fairly stafle 

as noted. Little activity takes place by the group in the *—■ " 
Indiana area, with the exception of regular meetings 
conducted by NOI ministers of respective groups. It is 
reported that all ministers have received instructions from 
Chicago, Illinois, which they follow with no change. 

The NOI receives financing through sale of 
their newspaper "Muhammad Speaks" and from several businesses 
known as the Shabazz Enterprises in Indianapolis. Dues, which 
are regularly collected from members, are also part of NOI 
group financing. 

The NOI has never created any problems in the 
Indianapolis Division, and is not generally considered a 
threat to the U. S. Government or to the peace of Indiana. 
However, because of strong religious conviction, it is 
felt that if once motivated, the NOI could be a real threat to 
the peace because of the dedication and organization of this 
group. At the present time, there is no reason to consider 
this group a threat since it does not seem violence prone. 

B. BLACK PANTHER PARTY (BPP) 


The BPP operates from its headquarters at 414 
East 23rd Street. 

Membership in the group continues to be approximately 
eight to ten active members, with possibly ten to 15 sympathizers, 
who assist with miscellaneous functions conducted by the BPP, 
such as selling raffle tickets or assisting in the collection 
or distribution of a BPP Pantry Program, recently instituted 
by that group. These latter individuals do not appear to have 
any real devotion to the BPP cause however.

Political education classes have been deemphasized 
by the Indianapolis chapter of the BPP becaj se of poor 
attendance there.

This group currently owes utility 
firms and rental agent in excess of $1,000. This amount has 
been increasing monthly.

Hie Fred Hampton Memorial Community Center, Gary, 
Indiana, is nearly completely defunct. This group, primarily 
connected with the Chicago, IllinoisEPP, has no telephone 
service and it is generally unoccupied. Its members 
reportedly will spend the winter in Chicago. 

No real problems have occurred as a result of 
BPP activity in the Indianapolis Division, Although this 
group has not been involved in acts of violence to date, they 
are considered to have the most potential for violence of 
any of the Black extremist groups presently operating in the 
Indianapolis Division. 

The BPP continues to be followed closely and 
investigation is included in monthly summary airtels, evidentiary 
reports and financial airtels. 
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1, Operations Under Consideration 


The NOI, because of Its non-violent approach, 
thus far has not been considered for counterintelligence 
measures. Interview program is maintained. 

Interviews with BPP members' relatives and former 
members, as well as residents in the BPP community continue and 
are utilized in an attempt to keep this group from enlarging 
or becoming more unified under better leadership. 

2. Operations Being Effected 




As mentioned above, interviews with individuals who are 
members of Black organizations, affiliates or persons coming 
in contact with such groups are conducted on a regular basis. 

Every opportunity to exploit differences of opinion 
between leadership and the organizations themselves are 
utilized. 


In addition, several counterintelligence measures 
have been effected or employed. 

An article highlighting the fear of Jews to 
anti-Zionism of the BPP and the New Left appearing in the 8/14/70 
issue of the "New York Times" has been sent anonymously 
to various individuals of Jewish origin and affiliated with 
Jewish organizations in the Indianapolis and Lafayette, Indiana 
areas. It is noted that this article, extracted from the 
"New York Times" notes that the fear of BPP and New Left that 
Zionism represents open hostility to Israel as the imperialistic 
partner of the United States. This article shows further that 
this ostensible reason for attack is a sham for actual 
abusive, hateful anti-Semitism by those groups. The article 
further documents instances in radical publications and shows 
other material supporting this conclusion and applies 
embarrassing anti-Semitic stigma to the radical New Left and BPP.

to discredit him as a true student representative. 

An anonymous mailing has also been made to various 
Black leaders in the Indianapolis community, as well as individuals 
somewhat in sympathy with certain causes espoused by them 
and militant or radical groups. Ibis particular mailing 
obtained from the Bureau is captioned "Let's Compare the 
Ten Point Program of the Black Panther Party with 'Like 
It Is'." This mailing lists BPP demands with logical 
refutation of these demands. 

t 

Currently, the Indianapolis Division is compiling 
a list of union officials and police organizations in the 
Indiana area in order to conduct a mailing which reproduces a 
column written by VICTOR RIESEL regarding the BPP. Part of 
his column deals with the proposal that union members refuse 
to handle shipments of BPP newspapers and generally boycott 
BPP transmissions. 

3. Tangible Results 


While it cannot be said with certainty that the 
BPP has lost any of its support from Jewish segments that 
might have previously contributed under the mantel of 
liberal support for oppressed individuals, it is definite 
that the BPP recently has incurred more and more debt in its 
operation in the Indianapolis Division. 




I It cannot be stated that the mailing reproduced | 

rom the "New York Times” is responsible for lack of — 

contributions, however, the fact of the mounting indebtedness 
of the BPP is noted in this regard. 

In connection with the mailing concerning^|^^|^ 
tangible results are already noted. Numerous 
^R^cles ar^^jmearing in the student newspapers at IU, 
denouncing^^^lp for his trip and attitude. 

No tangible results regarding "Like It Is" have 
come to the attention of the Indianapolis Division at this 
time .

Netvton does not always 
look you in the eye when he 
talks. It's not because of eva- 
siveness, but rather because 
he is searching inside his 
own mind, it seems, for the 
appropriate words. His soft 
voice makes it difficult to pic- 
ture Inm bellowing inflam- 
matory battle cries to 

throngs. His nose recedes 
slightly at the bridge and the 
point of it has a curious 
dimpled cleft. 

"We've never advocated 
undirected terrorism,” he 
said, with full recognition 
that the word 'undirected' al- 
tered his previous statement 
significantly. "But." he ex- 
plained, "ivc do make a dis 
tinction between the violence 
of the aggressor and the self- 
defense of the victim. After 
the initiation of violence, a 
man has an obligation to do 
everything possible to pre- 
serve his life.” 

INTELLIGENT, capable 
and resourceful, Huey New- 
ton could have escap'd the 
ghetto himself ami earned an 
above-average Income with 
either brain or muscle. In- 
stead, this soft-s[>okcn young 
man, age 28. a one-time law 
and history student, son of a 
former Baptist minister, has 


n 


o pted to declare war on th e 
United States and lead an or- 
ganization that strikes fear 
into so many average citi- 
zens. 

His background doesn't 
really explain it. Bom in Lou- 
isiana. near New Orleans, he 
was raised in the ghetto of 
Oakland, where his rather 
quit the ministry and worked 
for a time with the county 
road department. There were 
seven kids to feed, three 
brothers and three sisters all 
older than Huey. 

"We were poor. 1 mean we 
had to do ivithout a lot of 
* things.” Huey explains, "but 
1 1 didn't know it because ev- 
■ erybodv was poor and doing 
without things. Then when I 
went to school I could see 
that the whites had it a lot 
better. It was obvious that 
they were in a better finan- 
cial «i*»jatir*n." 

Iliiev feels that it was not 
am • sin' Jr in, iili'tii, hut 
r ule. r the aceuinol.ition ol 
muil- nts of life in the ghetto 
that made him. at an early 
age. start interpreting every- 
thing in ’terms of "we" and 
•‘they.” The knife, the high- 
speed fist, the bottle of wine 
were as much a part of his 
growing up as schooling, in 
which he established some 
sort of local record for sus- 
pensions. It was his reputa- 
tion that he would slug it out 
in any dark alley with any 
“dude'" — a tough black — who 
tossed out a challenge. 

At some point along the 
way. he recalls that he recog- 
nized the folly of black man 
beating black w li en h e 
should tie conserving his en- 


ergy~an<f strength to light his 
natural enemies. It was a 
revelation of sorts. 

Always at odds with Ev 

tablishment ways, he studied 
at Merritt College in the San 
Francisco Bay area, "just 
taking courses to satisfy my 
own interests," but took so 
many that he ended up with 
an associate arts degree plus 
a year of law school. Almost 
apologetically he said, *1 
never intended to get a de- 
gree. It was an accident." 

In October of 1966. when 
the civil rights movement 
was wavering between non- 
violent compromise and mili- 
tancy, he and former class- 
mate Bobby Scale founded 
the Black Panther Party, 
scaring the wits out of their 
own neighborhood at first by 
advocating a gun in every 
hand but eventually recruit- 
ing enough believers to start 
counter-patrolling the local 
police, as sho' gun-riding ob- 
servers. to assure that Ne- 
groes’ rights were observed. 

"We intend to push the law 
to its limits." stated Huey, 
"and the Constitution clearly 
gives the people the right to 
bear arms." His Black Pan- 
ther Party soared to national 
prominence when its mem- 
bers marched into conserva- 
tive Governor Ronald Re- 
agan’s territory', invading the 
State Legislature itself. open- 
ly waving rifles and hand 
guns. They were loaded. 

One night in October 1967, 
police stopped a car being 
driven by Newton. Shots 
w ere fire d and two policemen 
fell, one dying aha onfe 
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wpundcd Newton, who 
front the scene with*a l>u!!:^^P 
in his stomach, was placed on • 
trial and cons-jcted in what 
seemed to be an open-and- 
shut case, murder. • 

Wheiu 0 *Mrit 4 >icketed and 
chanteg “Free Huey New- 
ton,** 9 seemed insane that 
even Vis own supporters 
could Mlievc him innocent of 
the crime. On what possible 
grounds should he go free? 
Black Power leader Stokcly 

Carmichael expressed the 
view, “Brother Huey may or 
may not have wiped out that 
bonkie, but at least it shows a 
progression. At least we’re 
not getting executed for what 
we say; were getting execut- 
ed for what we do!" 

But there must have been 
something behind the cries to 
free Huey; there could have 
been something to the charg- 
es Of railroading, because last 
summer the California Su- 
preme Court reversed the 
guilty verdict and Newton 
went free on $50,000 bail. 

Kv now fully warmed up to 
the subject of revolution, 
Newton recalled a recent trip 
to the east. “I was in Brook- 
lyn a couple of weeks 
ago -they don’t stop me from 
going anywhere -and when I 
walked by these buildings, to 
me it looked like the Blitz, or 
Hiroshima. The fronts were 
crumbled out and you could 
look in and sec people trying 
to live in this rubble. I saw 
kids with sores all over them , 

and you knew that if their 
parents don’t get them off the 
streets after dark the rats will 
get them. When I sec this 
kind of housing, and the inal- 
nulritienwf chfMrcn, amid all 
the affia nce of middle-class 
America that’s why the Pan- 
thers viAv the actions of the 
rulingcnUs and their agents. 


the police, as an a ggression 
agaUTST'the people. A man 
has a right, obligation and 
duty to do everything in his 
power to defend himself 
against aggression of that 
sort.” 

Does that mean the open- 
ing shots have already been 
fired in the People’s War ? He 
bares his teeth again and 

there is a glint in his eye. He 
shakes his head and points. 
“Thou sayest it." 

To get to see Huey Newton 
was as difficult as getting to 
vtsit Castro in his mountain 
hideaway during the days 
when Batista still ruled 
Cuba. It involved negotia- 
tions on the local level, 
through the Black Panther 
headquarters in Oakland, 
and through lawyers in New 
York City. Once the arrange- 
ments arc clearly understood, 
you can take the first step by 
visiting Panther national 
headquarter* in Oakland. 

In the ghetto around head- 
quarters. black males cluster 
in front of the rundown liquor 
Stores with cans of beer in 
their hands or pints of wine 
in their pockets. They sit in 
sagging automobiles at curb- 
side or congregate on 
porches, stairways and at the 
entrances to dilapidated resi- 
dences. The headquarters 
had been a private home be- 
fore the Panther takeover. A 
proud wood sign out front 
designates the headquarters, 
and those who are not afraid 
of large dogs, or of being mis- 
taken for policemen, a word 
the Panthers never use. can 
open the front gate with the 
assurance they arc being 
watched from the windows 
and won’t l»c harmed. Whites 
do not enter unless escorted, 
announced or well known 
anTwclcomc. It is nofa good 


• ^whites to t ake pjet- 
f the outside, not even 
ffvm the public sidewalks, 
nor to exhibit any undue in- 
terest in the place. 

On entering, one seer^ 
why. In anticipation of afl 
tack, the Panthers are in V 
constant state of alert. 1 
communication hookup links 
the outside to the inside anff- 
the door is not opened until 
identity and the nature of 
business is established. Be- 
hind the double-door en- 
trance there is a second, slid- 
ing door of well-braced two- 
by-fours. with steel- 
bracketed bolts running 
across at bottom, top and cen- 
ter. Sandbags are stacked 
nearby. The need for such 
fortification has been demon- 
strated in numerous little 
wars, or raids, at Black Pan- 
ther centers in many cities, 
among them Los Angeles, 
New Orleans, Portland, De- 
troit, Philadelphia, Toledo. 

At the desk in the main of- 
fice, an attractive “sister," 
Sharon Williams, busies her- 
self at the telephone, calling 
number after number on a 
list. Her conversation is ani- 
mated and good-humored. 
“Right on." she says again 
and again, "Power to the peo- 
ple." 

The bulletin board and 
stacks of pamphlets promote 
cause after cause.

KOEN of Cairo, Illinois, and 
Rev. DOUGLAS E. MOORE of Washington, D.C. 

WFO will remain alert for suitable counterintelligence 
programs to disrupt this new organization. 

Also of Interest is the attack of the BPP on Howard 
^University and the attitude of Howard students which seems 
to place a large majority of the students in support of 
University policy. WFO Is preparing further action to take 
advantage of this situation in an attempt to drive a wedge 
between the BPP and the black student community.

QUARTERLY PROGRESS LETTER 


I. OPERATIONS UNDER CONSIDERATION 

•<- 

Jackson Division has been analyzing the program and ^ 
activities of Muhammad's Mosque, Jackson, Mississippi, a Nation 
of Islam group; this group is currently rebuilding and enlarging 
an old, small house used in the past for their meetings at 1208 
Jones Street. Jackson. 

Upon completion of this construction, the groups 
plans to serve hot meals at weekly mosque meetings. Construction 
materials being used by the group in rebuilding the house appear 
to be of a poor quality, and all of the work on the building is 
being done by mosque members who are amateurs in the construction 
field. In order to serve food in this building as they plan, 
the building will require a health, building, and fire departnent 
inspection of the premises as well as health cards for all food 
handlers. It is doubtful that the mosque leaders will on their 
own seek approval of these officials when the building is completed. 
Jackson Division is following developments regarding the structure 
being rebuilt, and as soon as the building is completed and hot 
meals are served at weekly meetings, Jackson Division plans to 
obtain Bureau authority for approval for a counterintelligence 
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measure involving Che dissemination of Information I' 

regarding the group's food activities to appropriate 

city officials in the health building, and fire departments* 

II. OPERATIONS BEING EFFECTED 
III* TANGIBLE RESULTS 

Since March, 1968, the Republic of New Africa (RNA) 
has been attempting to start a separate black nation in five 
southern states, starting with Mississippi. In this regard, 
the RNA has been trying to buy and lease land in Mississippi 
in the Jackson Division on several past occasions. (Counter- 
Intelligence measures has been able to abort all RNA efforts to 
obtain land in Mississippi.) 

In late July, 1970, RICHARD HENRY, aka Brother Imari, 
leader of the RNA, came to Jackson, Mississippi, accompanied 
by many out-of-state supporters to hold a national RNA meeting 
"on the land of the nation in Mississippi". This conference was 
disruptive arid ineffective due to Jackson Division, Bure au- 
approved counterintelligence measures. 

In mid-September, 1970, Brother IMARI and a few close 
associates of his came to look at land which was for sale in 
rural Hinds County, Mississippi, near Jackson; this land was 
owned by a Negro male who was retiring and owned over 560 acres. 
Jackson informants advised Bureau Agents of develop ments regar ding 
this land and the fact that the owner of the land, 

N/M, had advised Brother IMARI he will lease or sell him ten 
to twenty acres. RNA leaders, including Brother IMARI, were 
delighted over this land purchase or leasing prospect. Jackson 
informants were directed by contacting Agents to approach^Hppt 
privately and indicate to him that his selling land to BroUier 
IMAR^Lwould not be a wise endeavor. Additionally, on 10/9/70, 
PPPPPwas interviewed by Bureau Agents and advised of the true 
|ature and violence potential of the RNA and its leaders. The-, 
Interview lasted 1% hours; following the interview, VHk j 
indicated he would reconsider whether he would sell or leaire 
any land to the RNA : on 10/21/70, Bureau Agents interviewed

As a result of the above counterintelligence 
efforts, the land which the RNA had almost finalized plans 
regarding purchasing or leasing in rural Hinds County, 

Miss,, has not been sol^oi^^ased to them. Jackson has 
maintained contact with^^HIP and he has advised he has 
no plans to lease or sell any land to the RNA in the immediate 
future. There have been no recent visits by top officials 
of the RNA to Mississippi regarding the land, it being noted 
they made several visits in September, 1970, when their 
prospects for the land purchase or leasing was good. 


As a result of the above, intensive efforts 
of the RNA to obtain land in Mississippi over the past 
two and one-half years are still totally unsuccessful.

Because 
of this, valuable evidentiary material has been lost. Recordings are 
the best possible evidence of extremist statements actually made in 
the event of prosecutive action. This matter was discussed in depth 
at captioned conference with field supervisors. It was the unanimous 
recommendation of those supervisors that present instructions con- 
cerning such recordings should be modified in one respect to allow 
SACs to arrange on their own initiative for recordings.
